Appellants respectfully present their Brief on Appeal as follows: 
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I. REAL PARTY IN INTEREST 

The real pany in interest is assignee INTERNATIONAL BUSINESS MACHINES 
CORPORATION, a corporation organized and existing under the laws of the State of New 
York, USA and located at New Orchard Road, Annonk, New York 1 0504, USA 
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2. RELATED APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES 

Appellant and the undersigned attorneys are not aware of any appeals or any 
interferences which will directly affect or be directly affected by or having a bearing on the 
Board's decision in the pending appeal. 
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3. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1 -17 are cuiremly pending in ihe application and siand finally rejected vinder 
35 U.S.C. §l02(e) as anticipated by United States Patent 6,396,474 to Johnson. All claims 
are on appeal. See , the Appendix. 
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4. STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 



All previously filed amendments have been entered in the application. 
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5. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

The invenrion provides a method of visually indicating transfer of data in response to 
a pointing device data transfer command. The method includes modilying a display position 
indicator 1 0 on a display screen of a computer 1 5 based on a data transfer con^mand (page 4, 
lines 18-32) and animating (pages 5-7, FIG, 2, FIG. 3) daia transfer on the display screen 
based on the data transfer command from a pointing device. 

Animating the data transfer in response lo one of a cut or copy command can include 
reducing a marked object 1 6, 18 FIG. 2 and moving the reduced object through the display 
position indicator into an indicator bubble 14. In addition, the marked object can be moved 
towards the display position indicator while the object is being reduced. FiQ. 2, 16, 18, 58, 
FIG. 3. See also, pages 5-6. 

Modifying the display position indicator in response to a paste command can include 
changing the display position indicator with a reduced object in an indicator bubble to a 
position iitdicator without a reduced object in an indicator bubble. FIG. 3, page 6, lines 1 5- 
30. 

Animating data transfer in response to a paste command can include moving a 
reduced objea from an indicator bubble in the display position indicator through the display 
position indicator, expanding the reduced object, and irisening the expanded object into a 
location indicated by an insertion marker. FIG. 3, page 6 line 5 to page 7 line 13. 
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6- GROUNDS OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL 

A) Docs The display of a visual feedback while a mouse burton depressed, 
including generation of a text object, snapping the text object to the cursor, 
flashing the insertion caret at a location under the cursor and moving the text 
object with the cursor as disclosed by Johnson anticipate, under 35 U.S.C. 

§ 102(e), modilying a display position indictor and animating data transfer on 
ihe display screen based on the data transfer command as claimed in claim 1? 

B) Does the display of a text object of a limited size as disclosed by Johnson 
anticipate, under 35 U.S.C. §102(e), 'Moving the marked object toward the 
display position indicator while the object is being reduced"?

7. ARGUMENTS 

GROUP i: CUdms J-J, 6, 9-11, 14, and 17 

The rejection of claims 1-17 as anncipaied under 35 U.S,C §l02(e) over Johnson is 
traversed. In order lo xnaimain this § 102(e) rejection, each and every element of the claimed 
invention must be disclosed in as great detail by the reference. Because the reference does 
not disclose each and every element, this rejection must fall 

"A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set forth in the claim is 
found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference, " Verdegaal 
Bros, K Union Oil Co, of Calif., 814 F.2d628, 631, 2 USPQ2d 1051, 1053 (Fed, Cir. 1989), 
*The identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is contained in the . . . 
claim/' Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co,, 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed, 
Cir. 1990), 

At a minimum. Johnson does not disclose "modifying a display position indicator on 
a display screen," as claimed in independent claims 1 , 9, and 17. The Exammer fails to 
describe exactly where Johnson discloses a display position indicator. As defined by the 
instant application, a display position indicator indicates the completion level of a current 
data tramfer. The Examiner correctly alleges that Johnson discloses snapping text to a cursor 
to provide correspondence between movement of the pointer and associated subject matter. 
However, this "snapping text" is entirely different than indicating the completion level of a 
data transfer. Johnson moves a portion of die text being moved with the cursor - ibe claimed 
invention includes a display position indicator to indicate the completion level of a data 
transfer. Both Johnson and the claimed invention include the use of visuals to indicate 
activity - Johnson visuali2es moving text by moving text, while the claimed inveiuion 
visualizes the completion level of a task by modifying a display position indicator. 
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The Examiner's corameni in ^16 of ihe August 25, 2004 office aciion illusiraies the 
Examiner's failure lo prove a § 102(e) rejection. The Examiner conecily notes that Johnson 
teaches a **sysxem in which text is snapped to a cursor for the purpose of naoving the text," 
While the Examiner is correct, it is clear that a system in which text is snapped to a cursor is 
not ilxe identical invention as **modifying a display position indicator,., based on a data 
transfer command and animating data transfer on the display screen" as claimed. First, 
"snapping" and "animating'* are entirely different- Second, rexi is not a display position 
indicator. 

Johnson does not disclose each and every element claimed in claim I in as great as 
deutl a:i claimed- Therefore, the §102(e) rejeaion must fail. 

GROUP Jl: Claims 4-5, 7-8, 12-13, and 15-16 

Johnson does not disclose, at a minimum, ^'reducing a marked object to a reduced 
object" as claimed in claim 4. The Examiner's statements to the contrary are misplaced, as 
Johtison makes no such disclosure. 

*'A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set fonh in the claim is 
found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art referexice. " Verdegaal 
Bros, V. Union Oil Co. of Calif., 814 F.2d 628, 631, 2 USPQ2d 1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 
''The identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is contained in the ... 
claim." Richardson v, Suzuki Mowr Co.. 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. 
Cir. 1990). 

Ai most, Johnson discloses that the size of the text objea may be limited. Sere', 
column 4. lines 20-34. The Examiner's other citations to Johnson are wholly silent as lo 
reducing the size of a marked object. See, column 5, lines 3-5, column 7, lines 5-10 and 
FIGS, 3A-3C of Johnson. 
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The Examiner's failure to prove amicipaiion is further illusuraied by the Examiner's 
comments with respea to claim 5. Claim 5 requires moving ihe marked object toward the 
display position indicator while the object is being reduced (emphasis added). In response, 
ihe Exanfiiner only alleges that Johnson discloses that the isize of a text string may be changed 
after the text string has been moved - - . where the selected text is gradually moved to the 
other end of the cursor (non-pointed end) where size may be modified." Thus, Johnson does 
not disclose moving ibe object while the object is being reduced. 

Similarly, claim 7 requires "expanding the reduced object." Johtison does not 
disclose expanding a reduced object. 

Since Johtison does not disclose **reducing a marked object to a reduced object'^ as 
claimed in claim 4, the § 102(e) rejection must fail.

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8- CLAIMS APPENDIX 

1 . A meibod of visually indicaring transfer of data in response to a pointing 
device data transfer command conq>rising: 

modifying a display position indicator on a display screen ba^ on a data 
u^sfer command; and 

animating data transfer on the display screen based on the data transfer 
command finom a pointing device, 

2. The method of claim 1 wherein the data transfer command is selected from a 
group consisting of cut, paste and copy. 

3. The method of claim 1 wherein modifying the display position indicator in 
response to one of a cut or copy command comprises chaiiging the display position indicator 
to a position iiwiicator with a reduced object in an indicator bubble. 

4. The method of claim 1 wherein animating data transfer in response to one of a 
cut or copy command comprises reducing a maiked object to a reduced object and moving 
the reduced object through the display position indicator into an indicator bubble. 

5. The method of claim 4 further comprising: 

moving the marked object towards the display position indicator while the 

object is being reduced. 
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6. The method of claim 1 wherein modifying dae display position indicator in 
response to a paste command comprises changing the display position indicator with a 
reduced object in an indicator bubble to a position indicator without a reduced object in an 
indicator bubble. 

7. The method of claim 1 wherein animating data transfer in response to a paste 
command comprises moving a reduced object from an indicator bubble in the display 
position indicator through the display position indicator, expanding the reduced object, and 
inserting the expanded object into a location indicated by a insenion marker. 

8. The method of claim 7 further comprising; 

moving the expanding reduced object towards a insenion marker while the 

reduced object is expaxuled- 

9. Computer usable medium including a program for visually indicating transfer 
of data in response to a pointing device data transfer command comprising: 

computer readable code for modifying a display position indicator on a 
display screen ba^ed on a data transfer command; and 

computer readable code for animating data transfer on the display screen 
based on the data transfer command from a pointing device, 

10. The computer usable medium of claim 9 wherein the data transfer conimand is 
selected from a group consisting of cut, paste and copy. 
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11, The compuier usable medium of claim 9 wherein modifying ihe display 
position indicator in response to one of a cm or copy command comprises changing the 
display position indicator to a position indicator with a reduced object in an indicator bubble. 

12- The computer usable niedium of claim 9 wherein animaiing data transfer in 
response lo one of a cut or copy command comprises reducing a marked object to a reduced 
object and moving the reduced object through the display position indicator into an indicator 
bubble. 

13. The computer usable medium of claim 12 further comprising: 

moving the marked object towards the display position indicator while the 

object is being reduced. 

14. The compuier usable medium of claim 9 wherein modify mg the display 
position mdicator in response lo a paste conunand comprises changing the display position 
indicator with a reduced object in an indicator bubble to a position indicator without a 
reduced object in an indicator bubble. 

15. The computer usable medium of claim 9 wherein animating data transfer in 
response to a paste command comprises moving a reduced object from an indicator bubble in 
the display position indicator though the display position indicator, expanding the reduced 
object, and insening the expanded object into a location indicated by a insertipn marker. 
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16, The computer usable medium of claim 15 further comprising: 

computer readable code for moving the expanding reduced object towards a 

insenion marker while the reduced object is expanded. 

1 7, A computer usable medium including a program for visually indicating 
u:aiasfer of data in response to a pointing device data transfer comxnand comprising: 

means for modifying a display position indicator on a display screen based on 
a data transfer command; and 

means for animating data transfer on the display screen based on the data 
transfer command from a poiming device.
